Rescue AVorlc Going Forward 
With Helpers From Many 
Parts of Country 


CASTLE GATE, Utah, March IO. 
'Eighteen bodies had been recover­ 
ed from Utah Fuel Co.’s mine No. 2 
at 6 o’clock this 
morning. 
Many 
more have been definitely located, 
according to reports coming to the 
surface. Rescue work is being rush­ 
ed and it is expected that nightfall 
will see the major portion of the 
investigated. 
Indications are that 
none of the 175 men who were en­ 
tombed by the triple explosion Sat­ 
urday morning will be found alive. 
All available trucks have been 
called into service to haul bodies. 
The latest bodies to be recovered 
were blackened and burned about 
the face and hands hut identifica­ 
tion is easier than for those first 
brought to the surface. 
Ten undertakers are working in 
a temporary morgue in the Knights 
of Pythias hall. They say bodies can 
be handled as fast as they are tak­ 
en from the mines. 
Rescue W ork Started. 
Real headway 
in 
rescue 
work 
started about midnight and continu­ 
ed until morning. The crews, held 
back all day Sunday by fire abd 
gas, began rescue work with renew­ 
ed vigor about 8 o’clock last night 
after they had successfully combat­ 
ted the fire and before 9 o’clock a 
force of 75 men was at work. 
Relief stations and first aid de­ 
pots were established as the work­ 
ers made headway and airlines and 
waterline® have been laid as the 
men advance no chance being taken 
for other members of 
the 
relief 
forces being killed by the fumes. 
Night of Sorrow. 
Last night was one 
of 
gloom 
and sorrow. The single street of the 
town was crowded with relatives of 
those entombed and those who vol­ 
unteered to aid with relief 
work. 
Gov. Mabey is on the ground and 
Dan Harrington, veteran 
of 
the 
United States bureau of mines, is 
also here and J. W. Richards, head 
of the disaster and relief section of 
the Pacific department of the Red 
Cross, arrived yesterday! 
Gold Wind Sweeps Down. 
The mine at which the disaster 
occurred is located in Castle Gate 
creek canyon and Saturday and Sat­ 
urday night and Sunday a bitter 
cold wind swept down in from the 
north, causing great inconvenience 
to those laboring at the portals. 
According to mine officials there 
is hardly a family or person in Cas­ 
tle Gate who has not a relative or 
a close friend in the mine. Rescue 
work at the mine is in charge of 
mine officials and the Red Cross is 
extending its efforts among the fam­ 
ilies of the men entombed. 
Only rescue workers, mine offic­ 
ials and newspaper men are allowed 
to go up the canyon to the work­ 
ings. Deputy sheriffs are on guard 
at the mouth and only those who 
are known to them or have credent­ 
ials are allowed to pass. 
The morale of the rescue workers 
is excellent. As vjoon as word of the 
disaster became known - throughout 
this section yesterday, picked rescue 
•crews from other mines were hur­ 
ried to the scene. 
Rescue Men W on't Stop. 
Occasionally mine 
leaders 
have 
pleaded with some of 
the 
rescue 
men to stop and take a rest, but 
their reply has been that the men 
are still in the mine and they must 
continue. 
Two officers of the national guard 
reached here this morning and con­ 
ferred with mine company officials 
as to what or anything they could 
do to help. They brought with them 
a large supply of blankets, but these 
were not needed. 
As the bodies are brought from 
the mine they are put on stretchers 
and carried to the Knights of Py­ 
thias hall, which has boon turned 
into a temporary morgue.

Oklahoma will have spent more to- ! 
ward agricultural development at j 
the close of 10 24 than it has spent j 
since the state was admitted to the 
union in 1907. 
officials 
of 
the 
Northeast Oklahoma 
chamber 
of 
commerce predicted here the other 
day. 
More money will be loaned to 
farmers in this section of the state 
this year than any previous year, 
local bankers also forecast. An in­ 
flux of new agriculturists to the 
state is responsible, E. Bee Guth- 
rey, secretary of the chamber, said. 
The total loans v, 111 be close to 
the million mark, is the belief of 
ode banker, who is affiliated with 
the largest institution of its kind 
in this city. And the banks will be 
most generous to these new farm­ 
ers if they seek loans, the banker 
added. 
Most of the loans made by the 
hankers 
here are 
made 
for oil. 
However, this year the local insti­ 
tutions expect to set a precedent, 
and open up their vaults to farm­ 
ers as never before, it was indica­ 
ted. 
Since January I, last, approximate- j 
Iv 500 new farmers have settled j 
in the northeast section of the state j 
on land that has stood neglected 
for veare, officials of the chamber j 
said. There will be a total of J , OOO 
new agriculturists there before the 
end of the season, it was predicted. 
When the chamber launched a 
campaign recently to obtain, or in­ 
duce new farmers to enter the state 
and take over vast tracts of till­ 
able land, there was a vast stretch 
of 5,000,000 acres that stood de­ 
void of habitation, yet it was* fit 
for 
farming, 
Guthrey 
declared. 
There is approximately the same 
amount that could be made fertile 
with the development of a great 
system in that section. 
Never before in the history of 
the state has so few farmers come 
in Oklahoma for settling in one 
section than have so far this year, 
the officials of the chamber said. 
If the present rate of influx of 
these agriculturists Is maintained 
throughout the year, Oklahoma has 
an opportunity to smash all records 
in the dumber of farms established, 
the officials declared. 
The oil industry has been the 
center of attraction for the people 
and business interests of Oklahoma, 
yet the ratio of oil valuation to 
farming is I to 3, Guthrey declared.

Fire chiefs from the various fed­ 
eral Experiment stations will consid­ 
er particularly fire fighting meth­ 
ods. In addition to this feature, re-, 
ports and comparisons will be made 
on results of research work at the 
stations.
